5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art for following reasons. 

The independent claims 1 , 36, and 44 are allowable in view of applicant's 
arguments for disabling a phase locked loop [PLL] by reducing power used for driving 
PLL over the art of record and none of the references either alone or in combination, 
discloses or renders obvious a system and method for reducing the power consumption 
by selectively enabling oscillator signal or PLL output signal and disabling the PLL by 
reducing the power used for driving the PLL based on the first and second power mode 
as described in claimed invention.
